It seems that a difficulty took place 
Ttween a Mr. Frank Jones and a Mr. New- 
kirk, in which the former was knocked down. 
This led to an altercation between Mr. N. and 
Mr. F. M. Stanton, Deputy Provost Marshal. 
Stanton took umbrage at language used by 
Newkirk, and threatened him with arrest. At 
this juncture, G. W. Hesore (a lawyer of Mt. 
Carmel) interfered, denying the authority of 
Stanton to make the arrest. After a few 
words the latter drew his pistol on Besore, fired 
several times, two of the shots taking etTect,and 
we understand that Mr. B. has since died from 
his wennds. During the melee Newkirk fired 
at Stanton, one ball taking effect in the wrist, 
another in the groin, and a third grazing the 
top of his head, inflicting a slight wound — 
the two first shots are very serious. Newkirk 
was also dangerously wounded by Stanton, 
and it is reported he is dying. 

ItSrHersthel V. Johnson, the Douglas can- 
didate for Vice President in 1860, and now a 
member of the Confederate Senate, concluded 
a speech thus: "When is this struggle to end? 
Shall we c»r=quer the North? No; we have 
no desire to do this. Shall the North conquer 
us? Forbid it, heaven I But I tell you this 
war will never be ended till we are all con- 
quered by the chastising hand of Providence, 
and we are brought back to the virtues of our 
forefathers. Though our armies have been 
victorious in nearly every battle, yet almost 
every man and woman is bathed in tears and 
cast down in sorrow with the loss of some 
friend or kinsman. Every hearthstone is reft 
of its enjoyments by mourning and weeping, 
and the wailB of sadness are heard all over the 
land. This is the chastisement of God, in- 
flicted upon us tor a departure from the paths 
of virtue. Tliis is the lesson of the hour. 
Then let us return with humility to the prac- 
tice of those great virtues which our forefath- 
ers cherished, and without which our liberties 
cannot be maintained." 

Tub Stscbkn ville Bkiduk. — The new rail- 
road bridge to be erected over the Ohio river 
at Steubenville will be entirely built of iron, 
thus mukirjg it one of the most substantial of 
the kind in the country. It will consist of 
eight spans— four of 225 feet, three of 210 feet, 
and one of 820 feet, making a total length of 
1,890 feet. The channel span, which is the 
longest, will have an elevation of 00 feet 
above the water. The width of the bridge, from 
edge to edge, will be 16 feet G inches, whilst 
the height, from the masonry to the top, will 
be 28 feet. It is estimated that the weight of 
the bridge will be one ton and a half per foot, 
making an aggregate weight oi 38,335 tons, 
or 5,670,000 pounds. The work of erection 
will be commenced about the last of this 
mcaitb, and it is expected that the first span 
will be completed during the present season. 

gray The regiment of heavy artillery being 
raised in Covington by General Green Clay 
Smith is fast filling up. Captain A.S. Bloom, 
who is recruiting for the regiments, informs 
us that he has already in camp fifty-seven 
men, and he expects soon to have a full com- 
pany. This is the only regiment of the kind 
now being recruited in the United States, and 
offers inducements to both officers and men 
superior to those of any other organization. 
The regiment is to be commanded by Colonel 
James Thompson, of Newport, a graduate of 
West Point, and chief of artillery on Majjr 
General Gordon Granger's staff. 

USTCapt. E P. Dorr has informed the Buf- 
falo Commerci il of the supposed foundering of 
the schooner Kate Norton, Captain Wood, in 
the recent storm on Lake Erie. She was 206 
tons burthen, built in 1803, at Milan, owned 
by Capt. Altred Minuse, of Milan, and loaded 
and sailed from Toledo last Thursday, bound 
for ISuffalo, with 10,050 bushels of oats in the 
hold, and a deck load of black walnut lumber 
and gun stocks. She had not arrived at Buf- 
falo, and from the statements of the two Cap- 
tains, there is but little doubt she has foundered 
with a total loss of vessel, cargo, and all 
hands.

A Moncment to Roheiit Fulton. — a project 
is on foot for the erection of a monument to 
Robert Fulton, whose remaius now lie un- 
marked in Trinity Church yard, New York. 
Some of the prime movers in the matter have 
prcposed to place the monument on the spot 
where the remains now rest, but a correspond- 
ent of the Post objects to this, suggesting 
Pollopeli's Island as the most suitable place. 
He say 8: 

There are yet men living who remember 
tte departure of the Clermont, Fulton's expe- 
riment boat, on a breezy morning in August, 
1807, on ber first trip. She crept cautiously 
but surely against the ebbing tide and a gen- 
tle bead wind along the Palisades, through 
the Tappan Sea and Haverstraw Bay, around 
the classic promontory of Stony Point and the 
bolder cape of the Dundcrberg, against the 
swift current of the Race at Anthony's Nose 
amid the sinuosities of the channel at West 
Point and the wind-eddies of the "Hills of 
the Shctamnc," until, in full triumph, she 
cleared the Storm King, and off picturesque 
Pollopeli's Island, at the entrance to calm and 
broad Newburg Bay, at nlmost sunset, the last 
doubt of success vanished from the minds of 
the few incredulous passengers, and the cor- 
onal of immortality was placed upon the brow 
of the great inventor. 

The Mexican Question in Europe— A 
new difficulty is said to have arisen between 
the Archduke and the Emperor, arising out 
of the financial question of the new empire; 
and it is asserted that a correspondence, not 
of tie most satisfactory nature, has ensued. 
Remarking upon this correspondence, the 
Paris correspondent of the London Post says: 

There is no difficulty about the military ar- 
raigements; but those who know Mexico, 
and have been called by Maximilian to givo 
bim information, are reported to have declared 
tbat in order to insure a governing success, a 
foreign force and consider ible funds are neces- 
sary at starting. Now, how is this mosjey to 
be obtained if France wiil not guarantee a 
loan? The Archduke has been told that he 
must rot expect any money from England, 
where tinaneiers do not hold a high opinion 
of Mexican integrity. France will not guar- 
antee the loan, that is certain. Thus a great 
difficulty arises the very day after the accep- 
tance of the throne. The Mexican envoys, of 
course, has painted a glowing picture to the 
Austrian Prince. Oa the map of the empire 
looks a broid and naturally rich land; but 
three who know the country tell the Arch- 
duke a number of unpleasant truths about 
the perple, their character, their habits, the 
difficulty of imposing and collecting an in- 
creased taxation, and other prosaic observa- 
tions. Then, again, if the European States 
Bend envoys to Maximilian's court, none will 
guarantee the integrity of his dominions, and 
there is always the fear of America telling the 
Imperial soveieign's government and army 
some day to "clear out." All these consider- 
tions, I hear, make the elected by the "Nota- 
bles" require more guarantees and 0S3urance3 
of support than the French government feel3 
inclined to accord. 

Miss Anna Dickenson. — The Chicago Tri- 
bune draws the following pen portrait of this 
notorious lady orator, whoso lectures 
throughout the country have excited so much 
comment; 

In personal appearance Miss Dickenson is 
small in Mature, very compactly and solidly, 
if not elegantly built, of pleasing and natural 
rather tban refined and cultivated manners. 
Her head seems to be perfectly well made, and 
balanced in all its parts. The forehead, how- 
ever, is. upon a closer examination, capacious, 
and of a fine intellectual architecture, broad 
in the regions of ideality, and what the phren- 
ologists call the "top-bead" is gracefully de- 
veloped. The back of the head is proportion- 
ately large, and the whole physique, so far, 
gives to a careful observer the assurance of a 
vi. i u- intellect and a high moral nature, 
1 1 it.' upon a splendid animal background. 

Tie face coubrms this judgment, and adds 
to ibe high qualities alluded to an expression 
of womanly sweetness and tenderness which 
Hints a charm over ber jierson when she is 
animated by the recital of some of the many 
tragic stories of the war that is really capti- 
vatitg. 

She does not affect any peculiar action in 
the delivery of her sentences, and has evident- 
ly not studied in the glass of Edward Everett. 
She is a natural orator, and speaks without 
effort; never filling up the agony as so many 
of our old stagers do, much to their disadvan- 
tage, but speaking right out and right on with 
a profusion of thought and illustration which 
is sometimes startling and always admirable. 
Her sentences are mostly loog, rolling, and 
tempesiuous, gathering strength as they pro- 
gress in duration, until at last they sweep all 
before them in their irresistible might. She 
has a trick, however, of spoiling a good thing 
St me times by an abrupt parenthesis, or a se- 
riesof such, in which she indulges, not always 
wiih the best effect, in satire and witty allu- 
sions, often in downright hard denunciations. 
A little in. re art in the oratory, a little more 
n.eibod in the arrangement in the discourse, 
would improve the practice amazingly. 



WAR AGAINST WOMBN AND CHILDREN. 
[From the Richmond Whig, Oct. 21.) 

Lovely woman has rather a rough time of 
it now-a-days. The theme of the tronbadonr, 
the model of the sculptor, the dream of the 
painter, the inspiration of chivalry, the angel 
of the ingleside, the wonder and delight of 
all mankind since Adam gazed upon Eve, 
God's last best gift to man, has fallen at length 
upon evil times, and no longer finds favor in 
the eyes of the lords of creation, who was 
once her slave, nor in the eyes of her own sex. 
A great change has come over the world, at 
least so much of it as pertains to the Southern 
Confederacy, and lovely woman has fallen 
frcm ber high estate to the lowest depths. No 
longer admired, loved, worshipped, she is now 
universally hated in the South — the land of 
chivalry — but no where else in thewide world, 
except among savages of the worst type — 
Ft.epans and Bushmen. 

Women are hated in the So itb, and so arc 
children. However startling the rumor m^y 
be it is susceptible of easy and abundant proof. 
Take a lady on your arm and repair to any 
of the rented stalls which have takeu the 
place of boarding bouses in this unblessed 
city, and solicit meekly the rate of charges 
for shelter and sleep. The beetle-browed and 
infuriate stall-renter, who meets you on the 
threshold, may not slam the door in your 
face, but he will sullenly bow you out; and 
(ccnld you catch sight ot him after this inter- 
view is ended) you would behold him stamp- 
ing, tearing bis bair and clothing, tossing his 
arms wildly nlcft, aid literally leaping like a 
kangaroo, from one end of the passage to the 
other, while oaths, curses, and maledictions 
pour from his quivering lips at the bare idea 
ot being suspected of the insanity of renting 
IcdgiDgs to a woman. That woman may be 
beautiful, highbred, of ancient aad wealthy 
lineage, a lefugee, bereft of everything on 
earth, and toiling like a galley slave at the 
Departments for her daily bread, without a 
roof to shelter her — no matter, she is a wo- 
man, and cannot be. entertained in the naked 
stalls of the Richmond landlord. 

But the grievous plight of lovely woman 
may be less impressive than the mute en- 
treaties of delicate little children. Go, then, 
wiih a lady on your arm and four orfive sweet 
little cherubs behind you, and again try your 
fortune with the obdurate letter of stalls. 
The chances are that, if you insult his busi- 
ness intellect with a proposition to lodge, not 
only a lady, but her children besides, he will 
rush oat with a huge club and strew the pave- 
ment with the mangled forms of yourself, the 
lady, and the little cherubs combined — a gory 
and* horrid pile, which will be left in front of 
bis door for some hours, as a warning to reru- 
gtes and other vagrants, who so far forget 
themselves as to presume to hope they will be 
treated as bnmau beings. Such is man, brutal 
and abominable maD, who happens to be the 
temporary lessee of a collection of unfurnished 
celis. Frcm him, the stouy-hearted beast, 
nothing is to be expected. 

The warfare against women and children 
is tot too creditable to the capital of the 
chivalrous South, but the fact is, "women give 
trouble; they must have butter and sugar, 
and there is no getting along with them, for 
nothing on earth will satisfy tbem. As for 
children, tbey are eternally fighting, running 
around making a noise, disturbing everybody, 
and filling the honse with dirt." 

These are teirible accusations, especially 
tbat abcut butter and 6iigar. It is strange, 
tco, tbat children should never have made 
any noise before the war began. But there is 
no replying to euch arguments. They are 
conclusive. Because the stall renters have the 
whip hand of lovely women. As it is impos- 
sible to find a separate house for each woman 
in the city, and as two of them cannot live in 
peace in the same house, and as it is rather 
improbable tbat children will unlearn this 
rew acquirement of making a noise, there is 
but one remedy left — and that is, to thin out 
the women and children, as the Spartans did 
their Helots, by wholesale massacre at stated 
intervals. The practice would add to the rep- 
utation of the South for chivalry, and lower 
the price of cabbage and Irish potatoes. We 
theiefore uree its immediate adoption. 



A Man Savlp from the Gallows by Get- 
ting Married. — The OiUwa (0. W.) Citizen 
of Tuesday lost, in its report of the Assizes at 
that place, relates the following: 

The tare of Patrick Nagle, an Irishman, 
charged with rape, was called on. The girl, 
a very interesting person, came into court. 
Much intenst was excited, and a great num- 
ber of persous were present to hear the trial. 
The man, a rather good-iooking fellow, ap- 
pear! d to be deeply ID tear at the dangers that 
sunounded him. Mr. James O'Reilly, of 
KingstoD, appeared for the delence; Sir Henry 
Smith for the Crowo. When the case wa» 
called, Mr. O'Reilly "challenged the array" 
of jurors, evidently for the purpose of throw- 
ing the case over to the next Assizes, he hav- 
mg s'ated previously that the mm was de- 
siions of marrying the girl, and no doubt 
wtmld be able to do so, she being willing. In 
■ hut case the Crown would have no evidence 
against bim, as a wife cannot appear as evi- 
dence against, her husband. 

Mr. O'Reilly's challenge was allowed, and 
the trial of the case W23 therefore adjourned 
until next court, on the g-otiTid that tn« jury 
were only eummoned from the city of Ottowa 
and the township of Gloucester, and should 
bate bten taken from the whole county, and 
not from any particular locality. It wa-ssug- 
n .•••..! by the learned counsel for the defence 
tbat the poisoner was willing to murry the 
girl, and he made an application to admit him 
to bail. The Judge stated that if the girl 
would consent to marry bim, and he could be 
assuted of the security of the man, he would 
grant the application. Upon M.. O Reilly 
Hiving the necessary assurance to the court, 
tail was taken, and the man and girl left the 
eoutt to go before a clergyman to have the 
knottitd. We understand that the learned 
ceunsel was present, and thus by his ingenui- 
ty saved bis client; for, no doubt, if the pris- 
oner had been tried, he would have been found 
guilty. Thus a man was eaved from the gal- 
lows, and got a wife into the bargain. 

A Horrible Affair — We take the follow- 
ing account of a most horrible affair from 
tie Cleveland Plaindealer. It says: "Three 
weeks ago a young man named George Bea- 
ver, about twenty-three years of age, stole 
$300 from bis employer, a merchant of Fond 
du Lac, Wisconsin, and decamped.'

In answer to a telegram 
describing the sad affair, Beaver's parents — 
who are pK?or people and reside at Fond du Lie 
—directed that his remains should be buried 
at Norwalk^

A girl named Elizabeth Myers, aged about 
ekven year?, was brought before Judge La- 
fayette Shaw of the Kenton County Court, at 
Covington, on a writ of habeas corpus, sued 
out by ber father. The case was one of con- 
siderable interest. When the girl was about 
two years old her father placed her under the 
charge of the family of a Mr. Ponsack, her 
mother being too feeble at the time to take 
care ot her. It was stipulated tbat Mr. Myers 
waB to poy Mr. Ponsack a certain sum lor 
supporting his child; but, after the lapse of 
about two years, no money was paid, and '.be 
girl being very well pleased with Mr. Pon- 
sack's family, be concluded to adopt her. 
Rfcently Myers visited his daughter and de- 
sired ber to accompany bim home. Ponsack 
objected. He and his wife and the girl had 
become very much att.at.bed to one another, 
atid tbey were vtry much opposed to giving 
her up. Tbe girl, too, was equally unwill- 
ing to go. The father sued out tbe writ of 
habeas corpus, in order to get possession of 
ber. In Court, the child declared she would 
preier to remain with Mr Ponsack, notwith- 
iDg the fact that her own father aud mother, 
and brothers and sisters weM present, anxious 
for her to go with them. Judge Shaw de- 
cided, however, that the father had a right to 
bis daughter, and she was accordingly placed 
in bis charge. She parted with Mr. Ponsack 
with tears ia ber eyes. Toe latter was also 
much affected. 

An intemperate and abandoned woman 
named Catherine Meagher was found lying 
dead in a small and shallow "mud puddie ' in 
St. Louis on Monday.

Washington, Nov. 11. 

AelviceB from the front to-night, by a late 
train, state all to be quiet to-day. Our caval- 
ry find but small forces on the Rapid Ann. 

An interesting ceremony took place at bead- 
quarters to-day a stand of colors, captured 
on Saturday, being presented to Gen. Meade 
by the soldiers who captured them. The troops 
who took them were the 5th Wisconsin, 5th 
and Gth Maine, and 121st New York regiments, 
ot the 6th army corps. 

Grn Meade, surrounded by his staff, received 
them. Col. Upton presented them on behalf 
of the soldiers. Mi tide, in reply, assured both 
officers and men that be accepted the colors 
with great pride. He had informed the Pres- 
ident that their capture was one of the most 
brilliant acts of the war, and with such tro- 
phies of courage before him, he bad every 
confidence that they would be prepared to en- 
counter, if need be, even greater obstacles and 
more imminent dangers. 

There is no prospect of a battle. Almo3t all 
of the rebels are beyond the Rapid A nn. 

Tbe President has directed Gen. Meredith, 
commissioner for the exchange of prisoners, 
to solicit permission of tbe rebel commissioner 
to send clothing and provisions to our suffer- 
ing prisoners in Richmond. If granted, pro- 
visions are to be forwarded at stated periods. 

Gen. Frank Blair has written hero tbat he 
does not intend to take his seat in Congress, 
but will remain on active duty in the field. 
It is therefore probable that he will resign, 
and a new election be ordered in the St. Louis 
District,

Cincinnati, Not. 12. 

Nothing of special importance this morn- 
ing. There is tQrsiderable excitement in the 
northern part of this State over an anticipa- 
ted attack on Johnson's Island by two armed 
rebel steamers, fitted out in Canada for the 
piurpose of releasing the rebel prisoners con- 
fined there. A special to the Commercial from 
Clevelendon the 10th says the exciting topic 
here to-day is the attempt to escape on th^ part 
of the rebels on Johnson's Island, of whom 
there are four thousand. 

Major PiersoD, in command, has received 
word that a piratical gunboat from Canada is 
on its way to assist in the escape of rebels, 
burn Sandusky, etc. Five hundred troops 
lelt Camp Cleveland this morning for the scene 
of difficulty.

Cairo, Nov. 11. 

The steamer Belle Memphis arrived from 
Memphis this morning with eighteen bales of 
cotton, seventeen hogsheads of tobacco, one 
hundred and thirty-eight dry hides, and also 
papers of the 9th. 

Fox Burnes, a noted guerilla, was shot 
dead by a planter living eighteen miles below 
Memphis, on tbe Mississippi side, two miles 
ftom the river, last Friday morning. Fox 
bad laid plaDS to rob tbe planter of his cotton. 
He was watched and shot in the act of plun- 
der. 

A despatch from Easfport, Miss., of the 7th, 
states that General Lee is in command at Chat- 
tanooga. Bragg has been sent to Mobile aud 
Longstreet is lett in command in Virginia.

Washimiton, Nov. 11. 

It is positively ascertained that a whole 
force ot rebel infantry crossed the Rapid Anu 
on Sunday last. Tbe only t -ees left this side 
are reconnoitring. Bands of Stuart's cav- 
alry are coveriog the rebel frtv.t oa tho south 
tank of tbe R.tpii Ann, which they are torti- 
fj iug with care. 

The intention of the rebels to rendezvous 
this winter between tbe Rappahannock and 
tbe Rapid Ann is established by the tact that 
from Brandy'sStation to the RapidAm loghuts 
capable of accommodating 50.000 muu have, 
bten erected. 

Our advance of Saturday effected one of its 
objects, in the preservation of twenty-four 
miles of road and telegraph between tbe Rap- 
pahannock and Rapid Ann. Both are in per- 
fect woiking order. The railroad bridge a ross 
tbe Rappahannock will be done by next Mon- 
day. 

Lee's army at Gordonsville, exclusive of 
cavalry, does not much exceed 30,000 men. 

Our cavalry in force is already far south of 
the Rapid Ann, teconnoitting tha enemy's 
position. 

Two divisions of cavalry from Lee's army 
were recently sent to East Teunessee. 

Guerillas swarm about our camps, and to go 
beyond cur pickets iB death, as we daily lose 
efficerp, men, and mules. Within a month 
about 70 wagons, 500 mules, 100 soldiers, com- 
missioned officers, and enlisted men have been 
captured. 

The forces sent to operate against Burnside 
in East Tennessee bave been recalled aud will 
futm a junction with the main army at Cbar- 
MtBville or Gordonsville. This will depend 
entirely upon the rapidity of Mead's move- 
ments. 

A despatch from the Army of the Potomac 
>o ihe Herald, on the 11th. says: I understand 
that General Meade, having driven the enemy 
to tbe south side of tbe Rapid Ann, has ac- 
complished bis mission, but be will be ready 
to move still tun ber as soon as the railroad 
wiil make hia base of supplies within reach- 
ing distacce. 

Perfect quiet reigns throughout the camps, 
except a mail for butlers' stores and more 
blankets. 

There is a tidiculcus rumor in circulation 
to-day that 5,000 rebtl soldiers of Lee's army 
bad voluntarily come into our lines and 
laid down their arms and given themselves up. 
The military authorities pronounce it utter- 
ly without foundation. 

To-day a number of paymasters started for 
the trsjnt to pay off the troops. It is expected 
tbat the Army of the Potomac will be. paid 
witbin a few days. 

Washington, Nov. 12. 
A despatch received at headquarters from 
Gen. Kelly, dated Clarksburg. Va, Nov. 11th, 
says information from Lewisburg is that Gen. 
Aveiill's victory was most decisive. 

The enemy had over 4 000 engaged. They 
acknowledge a lo*s of over 300 killed and 
wounded. Averill took over 100 prisoners, 
one stand of colors, and three pieces of urtil- 
lery, considerable small camp equipage, and 
wagons. 

There are new over 2,500 rebel officers on 
Johnson's Island. Eight hundred officers re- 
cently captured by Meade are on the way 
there. Several days ago suspicions were en- 
tertained that tbe rebels on the island contem- 
plated making nn effort to escape. Ourautbor- 
ities bad the requisite precautious taken, in- 
cluding the ordering of o gunboat there. The 
prisot ers, therefore, could not leave the island 
if tbey attempted it. Whatever apprehensions 
existed are now quieted. 

Cincinnati, Nov. 12. 
Considerable excitement prevails in the 
northern part of this State in consequence of 
an anticipated attack upon Johnson s Island 
by an expedition of armed steamers fitted out 
for that purpose in Canada. 

The facts, so far as ascertained, are as fol- 
lows: Government officers have received in- 
foimation which is consitUied unquestionably 
reliable authority, that two or more armed 
vessels have been fitted out by rebels or 
rebel allies in Canada, to attack Johnson's 
Islend in Sandusky Bay, and release the rebel 
prisoners confined there, numbering some 
4.000. This accomplished, tbey intend, with 
the aid of the released prisoners, to attack and 
destroy, if possible, Sandusky, Buffalo, and 
other prominent cities on tne shores of Lake 
Erie. 

St. Locis, Nov. 12. 
Nothing of special interest was done in tbe 
Legislature yesterday. The Governor's mes- 
sage relates almost entirely to State matters. 
He recommends an appointment, to be recog- 
nized by the State, to induce emigration from 



forrign countrie?, and discusses ths question 
cf the relation of the State to the F. deral 
Government. 

He Bays there is no military organization 
within our borders hostile to the Government 
of the United- States, and that there is every 
ndication that the former feeling of hostility 
has settled down into quiet acquiescence iu 
the supremacy of that Government and of an 
unwillingness to have the peace of the State 
lurtber disturbed by rebel organizations. 

The Democrat's footings of the election re- 
turns, as far as heard Srom, give a radical 
majority of 294, including tbe soldiers' vote. 
The Republican's footings, also inclnding the 
soldiers' vote, give a conservative majority 
of three. 

The Republican's Cairo special says a des- 
patch from E-.stport, Mis?., tbat Gen. Lee 
commands at Chattanooga, and that Bragg 
has been se r.tU> Mobile. Longstreet has beta 
left in command in Virginia. 

New York, Nov. 12. 

The Tribune says that Meade's headquar- 
ters are Dow a mile and a halt beyond Br iudy 
Station. John M. Botts is at his homa near 
that place. 

Buffalo, Nov. 12. 
Major Fargo received a despatch from Sec- 
retaty Stanton saying the rebel refugees io 
Carada had consummated a plot for the re- 
lease of the rebel prisouers oa Johnson's 
Island, and their intention of burning Buffi- 
lo. The information came to the government 
from high official source. It is understood 
that other lake cities have been similarly 
warned.

At the ten-inch mortir 
battery, fuse plugs were still wantine, and 
theie were none to be had. The ordnance 
officer had brought up a supply, but they 
were prepared for another piece, and were 
of no use. Here, then, were four pieties in 
tbe most advanced position, which would be 
, seless— and fire was to he opened at daylight. 
Tbe officer was in despair, until a happy 
thought Btrnck him. There wot a Yankee 
regiment on the island— all Yankees are whit- 
tiers— and if that regiment could be turned 
out at once and Bet to work at their favorite 
pastime, tbey could whittle out a snpp y of 
plugs before davlight. Porter immediately 
put spurs to bis horse, and made furiously to 
camp. "The Gih Connecticut was ordered 
out to whittle, and did whittle to advantage, 
providing all the plugs that were med in the 
tatterv Totten on the two succeeding days," 
until Pulaski pulled down the rebel flag, and 
passed again under the shadows of the Stars 
andSiripes 

Tbe army corps of General Lougstreet wa ■ 
transferred from Virginia to Tennessee prio' 
to tbe batile of Chickamauga, and is now 
again back to its old position. It was gener- 
ally surmised tbat Gen. Longstreet himself, 
and not his corps of the army, participated in 
tbat memorable engagement, but such was 
not the case; tbat cotps, under its tried leader, 
wes an active participant on that occasion. 



Nsw Orleans. — The population of New Or- 
leans is being rapidly increased by the great 
influx from the North. Two steamers from 
New York recently arrived with 452 passen- 
gers. The New Orleans Times, of tbe 27th 
nit., says: 

To those who, at a distance, may be credit- 
ing tbe lugubrious stories that have been told 
of the present misery and dullness of New 
Orleans, who cannot dispossess themselves cf 
the idea that this great city has become a sort 
of remote desert, guarded over by Federal I 
troops, with nothing to break the monotony 
of existence, and where the slnmbering firet 
of connter-revolntion are perpetually striving 
to break out, held down by force, but as ar- 
dent and vital as ever, we have only to say 
tley sre laborirg under a great mistake. 
Writers we have had in abundance — some lo- 
cal, others again correspondents of Northern 
jonrra's, who have done much to create this 
impression, but. what they have written has 
been for more the result of soured and distem- 
pered minds than faithful portraitures of ch ■ 
actually existing state of thincs. 

Every vessel tbat comes from the North 
reaches us freighted with the wives and chil- 
dren of those who have come here to reside — 
very rrany of them permanently — among us. 
These families all bring their interests, influ- 
ence, wealth, nece ssities, labor, and all that go 
to tuild up the prosperity of communities. 
They all, more or less, give an impetus to busi- 
ness, create demands, supply wants, circulate 
money, aDd give vigor and encouragement to 
every department of life.

The recent high tides have washed away 
more of Morris Island, invaded the floors of the 
foils, and swept out of Charleston harbor the 
roucb-feared and talked-of "obstructions." 
These last float up high and dry on the beaches 
of Morris and Folly Islands, and are instantly 
seized by the men and converted into fire- 
wood and tent-frames. Four full-sized pine 
trees, at least fifty feet long, are lashed trans- 
versely with spars, at distances of thirteen feet 
apart These rafts were fastened together, 
and marked in series by uptight poles across 
the north channel of Charleston harbor. At- 
tached to the ni were torpedoes, made of lager- 
beer kegs, fitted with conical ends of wood, 
and filled with powder, into which a wire was 
inserted. Behind these were liuked railroad 
bars, some of which, entangled with the rafts, 
bave also been driven ashore. 

On the 31st the rebels attempted to entrench 
themselves on James Island in our rear, but 
the gunboats invited tbem to leave, and they 
went. 

Captain Cilley and other officers of his ves- 
sel aver that ibe "Cigar," or Winan's model 
steamer that attacked the Ironsides during 
the night of the 6:h ult., could not postibly 
bave escaped us, as waa latelv asserted. All 
reports ot her being dow in Charleston, such 
as have appeared in Northern pipers, must be 
fallacious, us her disappearance from view io 
a few seconds, as witnessed by these gentle- 
men, could only have teen the result of her 
sinking. 

A part of the charge of buckshot which 
killed Ensign Howard, of the Ironsides, fired 
by tbe btlmsman of the rebel craft, struck 
ibe Catskill and pas-ed very' ne'vr Captain 
Cilley, who bad taken tho alarm and otd«red 
Ibe guns to open upon the torpedo vehicle. 
It is known that the rebels have other craft of 
the same model in Charleston. 

Whether ihe report of tbe escape above re- 
ferred to can be traced to the existence of 
such vessels is not for me to say. But in this 
connection it may be noted that tbe models 
and builders of the cigar steamers are within 
tbe Union lines at Baltimore. No wealth nor 
social position should shield any ci'iz :ns of 
Baltimore from the scrutiny of j is'ioe. 
V hether the torpedo boats are built by them, 
or upon models furnished troa their offices, 
are questions in which the Government aud 
ibe public are interested. It is sufficiently 
significant, for all practical purposes, that 
such inventions are in tbe hands of the ene- 
mies of the country. The communications 
between Charleston and Baltimore via Rich- 
mond, Va., are open for copperhead newspv 
pers in New York and their "special corre- 
spondents.'' Why may not the route be 
practicable, also, for the drawings and specifi- 
cations of infernal machines, intended to serve 
tbe purpose of destroying our vessels of war 
blockading aud threatening secession's hot- 
bed? 

To tbe left of Morris Island, encircled by 
swamps and creeks, is a small island, called, 
variously, Black, Block, and Uick Island. 
The proper etymology will be settled, perhaps, 
alter the war is finished. On this morsel of 
dry land, among the pine woods, is a cimp of 
Union troops. It iB nearer to Charleston than 
any other point held by us. with the excep- 
tion of the extreme end of Morris Island. The 
view that can be here obtained of the city is 
very intimate. Wiih a good glass some of 
the sign-boards may be read upon the hous a 3. 
The rebels bave in vain tried to shell us away 
from this place. Well intrenched, and cov- 
ert d by the cannon of the gunboat Commo- 
dore McDonougb, we bid defiance to their ag- 
gressions. On Sunday niorning, at the very 
unseasonable hour of 1:30, the camp was 
aroused by the mingled sounds of music, 
cheering, and tbe noises indicative of approach- 
ing and departing railroad trains. A band 
played "Dixie" three times successively. 
Lights were seen. Commotion and excite- 
ment were evidently at work in Charleston. 
The demonstrations lasted an hour and a h »lf. 
We are led by these indications to believe that 
Lee is sending heavy reinforcements to Bragg. 
It is certain that three trains of cars arrived 
and deported from Charleston on this occasion.

Had the Bishop of Natal been pres- 
ent, he might have supposed, and with some 
reason too, tbat Providence was convincing 
bim by ocrular demonstration that the ninth 
plague of Egypt was historically true. It was 
n iiair.lv a strange sight, tbis exodus of frogs, 
and is thus accounted for: The long and ex- 
cessive drouth to which this part of the colony 
has been subjected had completely dried ud 
the clajed swamp which they inhabited, aud 
tbe poor creatures, to save themselves from 
perishing, were obliged to emigrate, for when 
the shepherd saw them tbey were en route for 
the Muirumbidgee; and itis worthy of remark 
that many of the old frogs carried picaninuy 
Irogs upon their backs. — Brisbane Courier.

Haf-There appears to be a good deal of ac- 
tivity at all the principal military points at 
this time, but much uncertainty as to the 
morements in progress and as to what has 
been and is likely to be accomplished. Meade 
seems ta be advancing and Lee's army re- 
treating, but what the retreat indicates is mat- 
ter of the merest conjecture. One despatch 
says that he will give battle with his whole 
force in what has been known to be his favor- 
ite position, another states that be is falling 
back npon Richmond to make a stand there, 
and a third announces that he, with probably 
a portion of bis army, has gone to the front 
of Chattanooga, and that he is certainly in 
command of Bragg's army. We suppose that f 
if any considerable number of his troops are 
left in the Rappahannock and Rapid Ann re- 
gions, Gen. Meade will do his best to bring on 
a battle, for it is understood that he is instruct- 
ed from Washington to fight at all hazards. 
We should all be much better satisfied with 
the profptcts there if we knew more in regard 
to the condition and designs of the enemy, or 
even if we had reason to believe that the au- 
thorities at tbe Capital or Meade himself knew 
much more than we do. We consider it quite 
Certain that if the rebel forces choose to retire 
to Richmond tfcey can hold that city until 
two-thirds of Lee's army shall have had time 
to go to Tennessee, participate in a general 
battle, and return. 

A telegraphic report from Chattanooga is 
that BrRgg's army is retreating in the direc- 
tion of Rome and Atlanta. This may or may 
not be true. Atlanta is a powerful position, 
more powerful even thati Chattanooga, and it 
could nnquestionably be held for a considera- 
ble time against our troops by a far inferior 
force. Gen. Thomas would have to advance 
slowly upou Atlanta, for the railroad would 
of course be destroyed in his front, and he 
would be getting further and further from his 
base of supplies which he already obtains 
with much difficulty and delay. A most se- 
rious trouble is, that the rebels have gre.it 
facilities for interchanging forces between 
Tennessee and Virginia, and even to do this 
without our knowledge, whilst no correspond- 
ing facilities exist on our side. But this is a 
trouble which is perhaps without remedy. 
We know not on what day three-fourths of 
the combined armies of Bragg and Lee may 
stiike either the Army of the Cumborland or 
the Army of the Potomac, and yet, if any 
gteat Federal movement were made from one 
of our two armies in the direction of the 
other, the fact would probably be known at 
the rebel capital before it would at Washing- 
ton. 

Our people have for weeks been expecting 
to hear of General Wm. T. Sherman's having 
joined the Army of the Cumberland from 
Mi=si6Sippi. Indeed they have heard it fre- 
quently, but up to this time no junction seem j 
to have taken place. This cannot be General 
Sherman's fault, for he is immensely energetic 
in his movements. But he has had, in his 
ttemendous march, immense difficulties to 
contend with. The rebels, knowing the great 
importance of keeping him back, have torn 
up the whole railroad and put every possible 
obstruction in his way, all supplies have been 
destroyed in advance of him, and large rebel 
forces have entrenched themselves and fought 
him at every formidable point on his route. 
He has driven back and scattered them in 
every engagement, but in each case they have 
only had to rally at some appointed place 
further ahead and again resist the hard and 
toilsome march of our brave troops. We 
shall not be surprised if Gen. Sherman is un- 
able to join Gen. Thomas in Ie3s than two or 
.three weeks, and very possibly, before the ex- 
piration of that time, nothing will remain to 
be done in tbe vicinity of Chattanooga. How 
vastly better it would have been if Sherman's 
troops bad come up from Mississippi by steam- 
boat and railroad and then gone from here to 
Chattanooga, as the divisions from the Army 
of the Potomac did. 

Much apprehension is felt for General Burn- 
side's command, but not, we think, justly. 
His situation is one of interest, for tbe in- 
dications from Richmond are that the rebels 
are it termi ned to crush him if such an achieve- 
ment is within the limits of possibility. But 
we do not think they can execute this deter- 
mination. The great danger we conceive to 
be that a large force from Lee's army and a 
large force from Bragg's may advance upon 
him simultaneously and in concert from oppo- 
site directions, with the view of grinding 
him between the upper and nether mill- 
stones. We, however, feel assured that even 
this movement, if attempted, would inglo- 
riously fail.

Events of unspeakable importance are 
in all probability at hand. Oh for an over- 
whelming victory over one, no matter which, 
of the great rebel armies. The rebellion 
would be then one of the deadest things in 
nature.

Ah yes, but it is the 
determination of the Army of the Cum- 
berland not to be driven back into Ken- 
tucky. The Army of the Cumberland his 
once driven Bragg's army out of Kentucky, 
and driven Buckner's army out of Kentucky, 
and driven Zollicoffer's army out of Kentucky, 
and makes no calculation upon being itself 
driven back into Kentucky.

City Items — The U. S. District Court con- 
venes to-day. 

Main street woe nlire with vehicles of ev- 
ery description yesterday. The Government 
business in this city is enormous at the pres- 
ent time. 

The city is unusually quiet. The police and 
military authorities have no business of any 
description before them. 

We have observed a (Treat number of beef 
cattle passing through the city for the Army 
of the Cumberland during the pas', few days. 
Yesterday lift head w«nt through. 

One hundred prisoners were received at Bir- 
racks No. 1 yesterday, and a large number 
were forwarded to their regiments. 

The remains of Msjor Whitehead were 
escorted to the mailboat yesterday by the 
command of Captain Gilmore. 

James Martin, a Government teamster, was 
arrested by the military authorities yesterday, 
for selling liquor to soldiers and buying cloth- 
ing of them. He was confined in the Military 
Prison. 

Benjamin Guile, a notorious character, was 
arrested by the military authorities yesterday, 
for desertion, lie has escaped several times 
from the custody of officers. A short time 
since, be jnmped from a train on the Louis- 
ville, New Albany, and Chicago Railroad, 
while it was under full headway, and made 
bis escape from those having him in charge. 
He is • shrewd rascal and slippery as an eel. 

A fire broke out in a double teuement brick 
dwelling on J< fferson street, between Camp- 
bell and Wenzel, owned by Mr. Miller, and 
was only saved by the exertions of our excel- 
lent fire department. tVe did not learn the 
amount of damage done. 

A large number of tickets were sold yester- 
day for the concert to-night at the Masonic 
Temple, and we have every reason to believe 
that, with the sales of to-day, the hall will be 
crowded this evening. Every one seems de- 
sirous of cobtributing his mite toward this 
laudable work. 

The seaeon for balls and soci.il parties has 
opened. Last evening there was a very pleas- 
ant assemblage at Masonic Temple, tripping 
the light fantastic toe. We have good reason 
to believe that the coming winter will be 
made joyous by the gatherings of our lads and 
lassies. A p ublic ball for the benefit of the 

■ poor would, no doubt, yield a very handsome 
sum at the present time. 

There is more travel from this city to Jef- 
fersonville ar.d New Albany on Sunday than 
upon any other day of the week, yet there is 
only one boat running at each point. The 
Jjlay occasioned by thi3 deficiency is very an- 

"noying, and we hope that the companies will 
endeavor to meet the demand of their patrons 
at their earliest convenience. 

Refugee families from different parts of the 
South are arriving in this city almost daily, 
in the most destitute circumstances. 0 jrmil- 
itary authorities have very generously cared 
for them thru far. 

City Council.— This body met last evening 
and transacted the following business: 

An ordinance was passed to bowlder Ken- 
tucky street, from Second to Floyd. 

An ordinance to open Gray street, from 
Shelby to Clay, was passed. 

A resolution to raise the grade of Brook 
street, and bowlder the same, wis rejected. 

The reports of the Fin Department, Police, 
Hospitals, Alms-house, and Street Inspectors 
were received and adopted. 

A resolution passed both boards to increase 
the pay of street hands to$l 50; cart drivers, 
$3 50; quarry hands at Work-house, $2; po- 
licemen, $2; and firemen $2 per day; and also 
to raise the salary of daj watchmen at Work- 
house to $60 per month. 

In the upper board, a resolution was passed 
allowing W. K. Thomas $7,589 29 for keeping 
contrabands committed to the city prison. 

A resolution passed the same board, appoint- 
ing a committe of five — two from the upper 
and three from the lower board— to petition 
the Legislature to refund said amount to the 
city. Messrs: Hubbard and Beard were ap- 
pointed from the upper board. 

Adjourned to meet next Thursday evening. 

J6T Judge G. W. Lane, of the United States 
District Court for the Northern and Southern 
Districts of Alabama, died yesterday morning 
at the Gait House in this city. Upon the oc- 
cupation of the city of Huntsville by the Fed- 
eral armies, Judge Lane was found to have 
maintained his loyalty, though it had proved 
impoeible for him to exercise his judicial func- 
tions. When the tide of war was rolled back 
toward our Slate, Judge Lane, for the person- 
al security of himself and family, left all the 
endearments of home and came as a refugee to 
our city, where he has suffered from impaired 
health for some months. He was a gentle- 
man of fine K gal talent and of the most gen- 
erous temperament. His funeral will take 
place this afternoon, as will be sees in our 
obituary column.

Washington. Not. 11 — Midnight. 
Tn llir Mayor of Bitffilo: 

British Minister Lord Lyon bos to-tight 
officially notified the Govirnrrjent*that, fro IB 
teleeraphic information received from the 
(Jewel uor-General of O.-.nada, there is reason 
to believe tbat a plot is on foot, by persona 
who have found an asylum in Canada, tj ia- 
vede the I'nited States and destroy the city of 
Bun'alo, and tbat they purpose to take posses- 
sion o! the steamboats on Lake Erie, to sur- 
prise Johnson's Island and set free the prison- 
trs of war confined there, and proceed wi'.h 
them to Buffalo. This Government will em- 
ploy all means in its power to prevent any 
hostile attack from Canada, butasothertowni 
and cities on the lake are exposed to the sime 
dangers, it is deemed proper to commuoica'.e 
this information to you in order tbat any pre- 
cautions which the circumstances of the cue 
permit may be taken. Tie Governor-General 
suggests that any steamboats or other vessels 
giviDg cause for suspicion, by the cumber or 
cbamrterol persons on tht m, shall be arrested. 
You will please acknowledge the receipt of 
this telegram, and communicate to this depart- 
ment any information you may now or here- 
after receive on this subject.

New Yoek, Nov. 12. 

A Washington correspondent says: A pri- 
vate note from the front states that it w*9 be- 
l.eved that the rebels were in consilerable 
fotce 6outh ol Culpepper and this side of the 
Rapid Ann. It bow looks as if Lee was m«. 
Da-uvering for some position for battle, which 
the writer did not regard at all improbable, 
unless the enemy suddenly crossed the Ripid 
Ann with all bis force, thus giving confirma- 
tion of previous belief of his weakness. It 
will be recollected that, in Lee's official report 
of his former advance, he selected the ground 
he now holds to attack Meade. He has now 
an opportunity to n. ..'<.• good his word Oar 
army can't advance very rapidly, owing to 
the want of a railroad bridge across the Rap- 
pahannock. Yet a few more days will sulfide 
to see if a change in the situation develops a 
battle. Meade is active in the disposition of 
bis troops. 

John Wilton, whose arrest at Chicago, on a 
charge of forging the name of Deputy Col- 
lector B. F. Mudgett to a note for $10,000, was 
noticed about ten days ago, bas been hooora- 
bly discharged on examination before Judge 
Cowling, having shown his entire inaoc-iace. 

A Washington despatch save : A contraband, 
who left Gordonsville on Monday, says the 
whole rebel force is »ncamped on the railroad 
above Gotdonsville, having recroised the Rap- 
id Ann on Saturday and Suoday. They were 
making arrangements for winter quarters, 
but, for the last day or two, quite a panic 
has been created by stories of Meade advanc- 
ing upon them in lmmenfe force. They have 
a large amount of stores at Gordon3ville aid 
Madison. He says a large cavalry force wa9 
sent West to attack Burnside before Lee made 
bis northward movement in Uctober. 

Small bands of armed guerillas infest the 
whole country north of the Rapid Ana, but 
our cavalry has failed to find .any large bo 'y 
of rebels. 

Chattanooga. Nov. 12 

All is quiet in and around Chattanooga. 
We have intelligence from Bragg's army up 
to three o'clock A. M., at which time three 
rebel picket posts (twelve men) deserted to 
cur lines, armed and equipped. 

Disaffection among the rebels is no longer 
confined to Kentucky and Tennessee troops, 
but is wide-spread among others. Our daily 
receipts of deserters average 12 or 14. 

Hardee is assigned the command of Polk's 
corps.Jand relieved Lon^street on Lookout. 
The latter has gone, with bis troops and part 
ot bis cavalry, to East Tennessee, and the bal- 
ance of bis cavalry bas gone to Iuka. 

Cheatham's and Stuart's divisions have re- 
turned. Brngg now bas three full corps. 

A duel between the Lookout and Moccasin 
Point batteries took placeat noon to-day. Our 
practice was fine, several shells bursting di- 
rectly over Point Lookout. The reply wis 
vigorous, but there were no casualties. 

Thirty days' furlough bas been granted the 
farmers in the Georgia State troops, to allow 
them to sow their wheat. 

All is qniet with Hooker. 

Fortress Monbob, Nov. 12. 

The Richmond Whig of the 11th contains 
the following: 

Charleiton, JVop. 9. — Slow firing has been 
going on all day in the direction of Suaipttr. 
Fifty-eight rified-sbot were fired from Bittery 
Grtgg last night, all directed at the south we t 
angle. Sixty rifled-sbot were fired to-day, 
and twenty-five mortar- shells, seven of wh ch 
missed. The whole number ot shot and shell 
fired at Sumpter during tbe bombardment is 
nine thousand three hundred and forty-six; of 
which seven thousand seven hundred struck. 

One Monitor only was in action to-day. No 
casualties transpired. 

Charleston, Wov. 10. — The firing from Fort 
Gregg on Sumpter to-day was at intervals of 
half an hour. Two Monitors came up and 
fired thirty shots. No new movements have 
been made.

Washington, Nov. 12. 

Tbe fe cts contained in the despttchea sent 
from Washington this morning with regard 
to the rebel prisoners on Johnson's Island 
were obtained from official sources, but since 
then t-dditional information, authentic in i s 
character, bas been obtained, by which if an- 
pears tbat the Governor General of Canada 
has given notice through Lord Lyons to the 
.Secretary of State of rebel plots hatched in 
tbe British provinces to deliver the prisoners 
on Johnson's Islatid in Like Erie and burn 
Buffalo and Ogdenshurg. Adequate measures 
to defeat the nefarious enterprise bare been 
promptly adopted. 

It is not apprehended that anything serious 
will grow out of tbe affair, as tbe Government 
was not unprepared from the disclosures 
made. 

There is no prospect of an early gener il 
exchange of prisoners, although our Govern- 
ment is endeavoring to effect such au arrange- 
ment. In a few days, however, an exchange 
of surgeons will tike place. The rebels are 
holding at Richmond 85 belonging to our 
armies.

There is but little important news to day. 
It is reported that the rebels, menaced by 
Meade's advance, have retreated to Gordons- 
ville, and Lee is in the Southwest. 

Burnside's forces are concentrated in and 
about Knoxville. 

The members of the diplomatic corps in this 
city freely express the opinion that war in the 
next year is inevitable. It is understood that 
tbe position of Russia toward Frauce and 
England is haughty and likely to continue so. 

Cairo, Nov. 12. 

The steamer Allen Collier was recently at- 
tacked by guerillas a short distance below 
Heltna. She was broight to shore and her 
passengers and crew robbed, and the boat 
tiutoed to the water's edge. The boat was 
owned in Memphis, and valued at $15,000. 
All is quiet between Memphis and Corinth. 

It is reported tbat Chalmers will make an- 
other attack on Colliersville. 

The rebel officers captured in the late fight 
at that place arrived here to-day en route for 
Johnson's Island. Among them is Colonel 
George, late commander of the Mississippi 
State Militia. The fight occurred on Little 
Tennessee river on Monday, in which the 
rebel regiment was repulsed, with the los3 of 
50 killed and 40 captured.
